Neil immediately went 
away, and securing an ax, he laid his 
right hand across a log and with one 
stroke cut it off at the wrist, saying 
it would be a mark of affliction upon 
him for learning to love a young girl 
whom he ought to have known would 
have never married him. 


Clinton, Iowa, March 14.—Hundreds 
of thoroughly aroused farmers living In 
the neighborhood of Brown's Station, 
twenty miles north of here, are scouring 
the country searching for the Derpetra- 
tors of a horrible double butchery which 
has just come to light The victims are 
Henry Nurre, a wealthy farmer, and his 
wife. 
Mr. and Mrs. Nurre lived in a 
farm house a mile and a half away from 
Brown’s Station. 
The house is situated in the middle of 
a dense grove and 
is comparatively 
isolated from other habitations, afford­ 
ing a good opportunity for the perpetra­ 
tion of tho horrible crime. The Nurres 
lived a rather secluded life, and the 
murder might not have been discovered 
for some days were it not for the fact 
that both Nurres and his wife are 
devout Catholics and had been regular 
attendants at the dally lenten services 
which wore held In the church near by. 
Not appearing on Tuesday or Wednes­ 
day a search was instituted and yester­ 
day a son-in-law was the first to arrive 
at the house in company with some 
friends. 
On opening the back door to the 
kitchen they found the body of old man 
Nurre lying on the floor, his throat cut 
from ear to ear, and his head beaten to 
a Jelly. 
On tho floor were pools of blood, 
and tho furniture was scattered about 
and spotted with gory evidence of a 
crime. 
Upstairs another terrible dis­ 
covery was made. 
Lying upon a bed 
was Mrs. Nurre, with her head also 
badly battered. The skull was so badly 
smashed that tho brain was exposed and 
tho bedclothing was covered with blood. 
Strange to say, Mrs. Nurre was still 
alive, but she was in a comatose con­ 
dition, and it is impossible for her to re­ 
cover. 
The double crime must have been com­ 
mitted some time on Tuesday, the lith, 
as on a table in the sitting room lay a 
letter dated March ll and an envelope 
addressed to a son-in-law of the old 
couple. 
The letter stated that the 
writer would deposit the sum of $1,100 
at the Preston bank on that day in favor 
of the party addressed. 
It is thought that there were three 
men connected with the murders, the 
motive for which was undoubtedly rob­ 
bery, as Mr. Nurre was known to keep 
large sums of money in the house, he 
having been heard to say that ho had no 
confidence in banks. 
The combination 
of the safe had been clumsily broken off, 
but the safe was unopened. The rob­ 
bers overlooked a sachet containing the 
$1,100 mentioned in the letter, and only 
secured a few dollars which the old man 
had in his pocket. 
The only clue to tho |>orptrators of the 
crime are two caps and two pairs of mit­ 
tens which were 
found 
lying near 
Nurre’s body. The ultimate capture of 
the murderers seems doubtful, as they 
have got a long start. Theodore Hail- 
man, the son-in-law of the deceased, has 
offered a reward of $1,000 for the appre- * 
hension of the guilty parties. 


FOUND THEM

Verdict of M urder In the F in ! Degree 
Against the Lynchers. 
W h iteh a ll, W R, March 14.—Ole C. 
Sletto, Ole J. Hanson, and Bertha M. 
Oleson were found guilty of murder in 
the first degree for complicity In the 
lynching of Hans Jacob Oleson on Sun 
day, Nov. 24. 
Immediately after thb 
verdict had been returned and the ex 
citement had in some measure subsided, 
the parties arrested and held on thr 
double charge of riot and lynching 
Oleson were arraigned in court on the 
information filed against thorn by thr 
district attorney. 
Their names are as follows; Charier 
Johnson, Elbert Oleson, Peter Erick 
son, 
Gulick Oleson, Henry 
Oleson. 
Thomas Oleson, Oluf Struora, Dick Mar 
tin, Peter J. Logo, Salve Petersen. 
John and Thomas McKivergan, Charier 
Densmore, Marcus Hanson, Jorgen S~l- 
berg, Edward Erickson, Ole Sletto, Jr. 
Albert llalveson, Terence A. Afterdate 
Ole Bjoleseth, Ludwig Tennison, Ole E. 
Oleson, Elias Glerdrauger, Hans John­ 
son and Charles Hanson. 
They all pleaded guilty. Judge New 
man immediately passed a sentence up­ 
on the rioters, fixing the penalty at $l(X 
and costs of prosecution, or six month* 
in the county jail, except in the case of 
Elbert Oleson, who has been already 
three months in jail, and whose fine war 
fixed at $50 or throe months In Jail. The

After he had gone it was discovered 
that the First National bauk of Plain­ 
field and banks at Easton, Newark, and 
Elizabeth had advanced to him largo 
sums of money on personal notes in­ 
dorsed with the names of some of the 
richest men in Plainfield. 
Notes have 
been presented to business men whose 
names they bore for payment and theso 
men have pronounced the indorsements 
forgeries. The First National bank is 
not satisfied to meet the loss of some 
$15,000 or more, and the directors have 
brought suit against Ellas Allen and 
Aaron Allen for about $6,000 apiece, 
and against William E. Jones for $1,500. 
Other suits will be instituted, as the 
alleged forgeries will reach $25,000.

White river rose thirty-two feet in twen­ 
ty-four hours and all the lower part of 
the town is flooded. The depot and 
freight houses of the Iron Mountain rail­ 
road aro two feet under water. 
The de 
striation of property at Black Rock will 
be heavy. The water stands six feet 
deep In tho hotels and business places. 
Orders to remove all cars from th* 
Iron Mountain yards at Newport have 
been given. 
No trains have reached 
there since Tuesday. 
A special from Little Rock says the 
news from the interior towns is all 
the streams are high and that a large 
number of bridges have been washed 
away. 
No trains have reached thoro 
from Fort Smith since Monday and all 
t ie road’s trafic is badly delayed. 
The 
Arkansas river is rising rapidly at Pine 
Bluff, and there is danger of the govern­ 
ment’s dikes being destroyed. 
The 
situation betwean that point and the 
Mississippi river is said to bo alarming.

BANK WRECKERS ARRESTED. 


The President of the State Bank of Irving 
Ran., Nabbed In Denver. 
D en v er, Col., March 14.—M. Haskins, 
ex-Sherlff of Marshall county, Kansas, 
has arrived in Denver with requisition 
papers for the arrest of Ira M. Hodges, 
formerly president of the State bank at 
Irving, Kan., on the charge of embezzle­ 
ment. 
Hodges, 
together with the bank’s 
vice president, Emmons, made a neat 
haul of some $40,000. They operated by 
buying up a quantity of worthless paper 
at 12 cents on the dollar and charging 
the bank 65 cents for IL 
Among other 
paper thus held is about $12,000 of notes 
from the notorious quack “Diamond 
Dick,” which are admitted to be worth­ 
less. 
Emmons was arrested in Kansas 
City yesterday. 


ACCUSED OF CHILD POISONING. 


The Cuban Authorities Suppress a Jour­ 
nal Advocating Annexation. 
H a v a n a, 
March 14.—Tho agitation 
in favor of the annexation of Cuba by 
the United States has at last reached a 
crisis. The journals which have been 
openly and boldly advocating annexa­ 
tion, encouraged apparently, by public 
sentiment and immunity from interfer­ 
ence, have received a warning which 
has checked their utterances. 
La Tor- 
do, which has been conspicuous for its 
vigorous denunciation of the govern­ 
ment and advocacy of independence or 
annexation, capped the climax last week 
by saying: 
“The Spanish government by Its dis­ 
graceful and ruinous administration of 
affairs in this island has done more than 
anything else to throw Cuba into the 
arms of the United States.” 
The editor of the paper was arrested 
two days ago and is still in prison. Other 
journals are now more cautious, but 
agitation among the people is stronger 
than ever. ________________

All were Senate bills, 
The educational bill was taken up as 
the “ unfinished business” and Mr. Blair 
read extracts from the speech of Presi­ 
dent Harrison when Senator, 
in 1886, 
favorable to the bill, and said that he 
knew the President held 
those senti­ 
ments with the same earnestness to-day 
as when he expressed them. 
Mr Sherman took part in the discus­ 
sion. which soon became a heated polit­ 
ical controversy. 
He traced tho course 
of the reconstruction movement and said 
th at at the, close of the war it had not 
been contemplated at that time to arm 
the negro with suffrage. 
lint the laws 
passed by some of the southern States 
had been so unjust to tile colored people 
and so unjust to white Republicans in 
Hie South th a t tho people of tho North 
became convinced th at the object of tho 
South was to overthrow the results of 
the war, and to deprive the freedmen of 
all the rights of citizenship. 
Up to that 
time all the legislation had been guided 
by the one generous feeling th a t all the 
results of the war should be blotted out 
except the one growing out of 
tho 
abolition of slavery. 
Hut when the 
timo had come th at it w-as seen there 
was no way to protect the emancipated 
people except by arming them with suf­ 
frage Congress had reluctantly, slowly, 
but deliberately, adopted that remedy 
as the only one fitted for the case. 
Mr. lintier suggested that the recon­ 
struction measures and the adoption of 
the fifteenth amendment were not so 
much owing to objectionable legislation 
in some of the Southern States as to the 
conflict between Andrew Johnson and 
the Republican Congress. 
Mr. Sherman replied that the selection 
of Andrew Johnson, a /Southern man 
and a Democrat, for the Vice-Presidency 
was proof of tho generous treatm ent 
which the North had shown to the South. 
But Mr. Johnson had deserted the Re­ 
publican party and turned his back upon 
it when lie came into power; and Con­ 
gress had tied his hands and prevented 
him carrying out his policy.

is an act of Congress that will secure to 
every man in the United States, who is 
entitled to vote, his right to cast his 
vote and have it counted.

L i m a , March 1 4 .—T he antagonism ex­ 
isting between tlio two candidates for 
tim Presidential nomination has result­ 
ed in a battle in the streets of H uanta 
between Hie two parties and many on 
both sides were killed, among them being 
Senor Lazona. deputy of Congress and 
head of tile revolution, and Dr. Urbina, 
chief of the Rosas party. 
Dr. Urbina, having seen live members 
of his family fall at ids side during t he 
eight hours of the combat, left with the 
remaining members to seek refuge at 
Hie Matrise church. 
T here he found a 
number of women, children, aud old 
people. 
The priest before the horrible 
tragedy took place, exhorted the Indi­ 
ans to desist, in tho name of humanity, 
from their horrible mode of procedure, 
but when the Indians are drunk they 
are most furious and incapable of rea­ 
soning. 
As they drew 
near 
Hie 
church, 
threatening to burn it, Dr. Urbina, un­ 
der terrible emotion, knowing th at he 
had been tho only cause for such action 
on the part of the Indians, and wishing 
to save the lives of Hie many innocent 
persons who had taken refuge in the 
church, resolved w ithout losing time to 
sacrifice himself 
and term inate 
the 
anguish of his friends. 
Leaving Hie 
church he addresed his enemies in tile 
following manner: 
“ I am Urbina, for whom you are look­ 
ing. 
Kill me if you like but the per­ 
sons in the church are not my accom­ 
plices. 
Do not injure them .” 
Tile priest, to whom he announced His 
determination, gave him his benediction 
and accompanied him to the door of the 
church, opening a wicket and bidding 
him good-by, sobbing as lie did so. 
The 
priest intended to return and close tile 
church, but as he arrived at the porch 
he became deprived of reason. 
A few 
moments afterw ard the head of this 
victim of tim implacable hatred and bar­ 
barity of his countrymen was to bo seen 
on tho Plaza de Huanta. 
T he guerrillas, in their drunken fury, 
not being satisfied witli the murder o' 
Dr. Urbina, continued to slaughter the 
inhabitants and to sack and burn the 
town for many hours afterward.

IOO lives were sacrificed to the old ran­ 
cor existing between tho families of 
Lazona and Urbina.

course of this statem ent It was developed 
th at the Ford committee of the last 
Congress In their report recommended

charge of this matter. 
The reports of

m anner in 
which operations at 
Castle Garden were conducted and of 
the condition of affairs there, the Sec­ 
retary said, also seemed to w arrant, if 
not demand, a change. 
Tho Secretary was asked why lie. had 
selected Bedloe’s island as the landing 
place for immigrants under the new ar­ 
rangement. 
Ho answered th a t Gover- 
n o rs Island would have suited him just 
as well; In fact was examined by him 
w ith a view to locating the landing sta­ 
tion there; but the military authorities 
objected to giving up control of the island 
and he was compelled to look elsewhere. 
The Treasury Department had a foothold 
on Bedloe's island, and it was in addi­ 
tion deemed to bo the proper place to 
land immigrants, under the shade of the 
statue of Liberty. 
T he island contained 
thirteen acres; five of them aro devoted 
to the park surrounding tho statue, and
